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INDIAN TAXATION, 
‘“‘ Happy is the country that has no history,” says the proverbial 
philosopher. If there be any nation on the globe that is, or has 
been, entitled toenter into this charmed category, at least it can- 
not be British India, There have been occasionally times when 
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the recurrent arrival of the mails have failed to create that 
temporary and spasmodic interest which it is to be feared is 
alone excited in the minds of the English public in regard to that 
country ; but those times have been few, and generally far 
between, Indeed, those periods of tranquillity and absence of 
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exciting intelligence have usually borne the character of that 
lull which in nature precedes the tempest, We have had 
enough, and to spare, of tidings of wars waged for the acquisition 
and the defence of territory, the necessary products of a policy 
which in a great empire is supposed to be that of glorious and 
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paternal annexation, but which in a partisan leader on the 
Spanish Main would have been rank buccaneering, or, as the 
modern phrase goes, filibustering. 
horror of the mutiny in the Native Army, which by a somewhat 
iogical sequence has brought about a governmental revolution 
in our Eastern empire; and now we have before us a prospect 
pot a little alarming of a civil—not merély native, as we appre- 
hend—rising against the plan and purpose of taxation which, 
in conformity with the new system of administering the affairs 
of India, has recently been brought into operation. 

There can be no doubt that the native population are either 
actively or passively obstructing the collection of theincome tax. 


From amongst a number of cases of a like description we select | 


a few instances in which are shown the results of the first 
attempts at working the new impost, At Simla, when the 


qualified officers explained to a gathering of natives, such as | 


shopkeepers, clothmerchanta, &c., that they would have to pay 
the income tax, the announcement was met with disapprobation, 
and loud complaints were made of thair having to pay four per 
cent on their profite, and there was a general declaration that 
the tax was most distasteful to them. At Jounpore, it is 
stated that ‘income tax operations had been carried out 
vigorously by the authorities, but the result, in the shape 
of collections, it was expected, would not be at all 
commensurate with the exertions of the assessors. At Moulmein 
we are informed, matters assumed a still more serious aspect. 
When the news arrived that the income tax had passed into 
law the Commissioner, instead of carefully translating the 
wording, and explaining the nature of the law, sent native 
policemen round the town, and native officials into the interior, 
to explain the act after their own fashion, These men, perfectly 
ignorant of the duty imposed on them, went about circulating 
most exaggerated ideas of the law, and telling the people that 
they must by a certain date send in returns of their property, 
and on the gross value of which, of every description, the 
tax was to be levied, When the forms to be filled up were 
distributed it was found that even the value of their wearing 
apparel was to be inserted, and great excitement ensued. 
Threats were uttered that the shops and bazaars would be 
closed, Petitions were presented to the Commissioner; and, a 
deputation having waited upon him, they were merely told that 
their representations would be forwarded to Calcutta if they 
chose, but that the authorities would not on any account wait 
for a reply or stay the operation of the tax, which would be 
collected at all hazards, even if in doing so the town and country 
were reduced to the fishing-village and jungle which it was 
thirty-five years ago, The next day another deputation, con- 
sisting of native merchants, accompanied by a large crowd 
of natives, was received by the Commissioner, That func- 
tionary repeated his threat of reducing the district to a jungle, 
and a cry arose from the assembly that they would not pay the 
tax. A guard of sepoys were ordered to disperse the people, 
and, ludicrously enough, the Commissioner is described as taking 
his hat and stick and in person driving the crowd a considerable 
way from the Court House where they had assembled, but failed 
to disperse them, The statement goes on—that all classes of 
natives were determined passively to oppese the tax, and placards 
were posted about stating that determination, and containing 
expressions most insulting to the Commissioner and even to the 
Queen, 

In another district it is said that the blank forms issued to the 
natives are so badly worded that the people cannot make out 
what has been demanded, Some taking with them the blank 
forms, wandered in the street, asking friends whether they 
could by any process translate the’Government vernacular into 
that of the people. Some repaired to the office of the Com- 
missioner, but found that the officials there were in as complete 
a difficulty in this respect as themselves, It is asserted posi- 
tively that the native mercantile community have no confidence 
in the assessors, either as to their competency for their work 
or their maintenance of that honourable reticence which is 
essential to the satisfactory working of a tax like this, It is 
also stated that uneasiness with regard to the condition of things 
accompanying the collection"of the tax prevails in Scinde, in 
Pegu, and in Martaban, In short, the whole of the Indian 
population is in a state of ferment, 

Without going further into details, it may be remarked 
that some of the facts stated above present serious causes 
for alarm. It was not too much to expect that the col- 
lection of a fiscal imposition of so delicate and exceptional 
a character, and which it has required the exercise of all 
the good sense and patriotic feeling of Englishmen at home 
to enable them to endure with patience and forbearance, 
should have been carried out with the utmost care and the 
greatest tact. Instead of this, it would seem that the details of 
the necessary machinery are imperfect, and the conduct at least 
of some of the officials intrusted with an important duty by no 
means conciliatory or judicious, It may be uncharitable to 
suggest, but the suggestion is one that involuntarily arises out 
of the consideration of statements such as we have alluded to, 
that the unpopularity of the income tax, not being confined to 
the native population, there is an indisposition on the part of 
the minor functionaries of the State to render its working too 
casy or too satisfactory. If that be so, the difficulties which 
surround the question, obvious enough and numerous enough, 
will assume a magnitude and a proportion wholly beyond and 
above anything that could have been expected, and may 
produce effects which the least sanguine of the reforme:s of 
the administration of Indian affairs could not have calculated 
upon, 

It is useless for those*who cling to the traditions and the 
usages of the governmental system of the East India Company 
to refuse to acknowledge and to endeavour to obstruct the 
progress of what is confessedly an administrative revo- 
lution in India. For good or for evil, a new state 
of things has been inanguraied in that conntry, The 
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Then came the culminating 


principle on which the appointment of Mr. Wilson was based 
was that old things were about to pass away and new things to 
arise ; that what was possible in administration, whether fiscal 
or political, in England, was capable of adaptation to the pur- 
poses of Indian government, Amongst the difficulties to be met, 
and the reforms to be effected, was the disagreeable fact of a 
yearly discrepancy between expenditure and revenue involving a 
chronic deficiency, At the present moment every effort consistent 
with safety and prudence to reduce expenditure is uaavailing to 


make the monetary resources of the empire balance, and a 








deficit of some seven millions had to be provided for, In 
a similar conjuncture in this country resort was had to 
an income tax by a statesman of whose school the financier to 
whom the Indian Exchequer was committed was confessedly an 
ardent disciple, It could hardly be a surprise, therefore, that 
he should have recourse to a plan which had been successful at 
home, There only remained the settlement of details and their 
accommodation to the habits, feelings, and customs of those on 
whom the tax was to levied, The working of the machinery is 
necessarily under the control of subordinate officials, whose duty 
it is to apply their individual experience to the peculiar circum- 
stances of their own districts; and unless that be done with 
fidelity and discretion, of course the system must fail, A grave 
responsibility rests on these functionaries ; and the sooner they 
awaken to a due sense of itsextent the better, That the people 
will grumble and protest, and endeavour to evade the tax, 
pretty much as Englishmen do at home, is to be expected ; and 
every care should be taken not to aggravate the feelings 
inseparable from the ordinary impatience of taxation which is 
common to European and Asiatic, 





FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS, 


FRANCE, 

Some relaxation of the restrictions on the French press is to be 
effected, In a circular to the Préfets Count Persigny 
examines the English laws, and points out that while the English press 
enjoys great liberty in discussing all acts of Government, yet the law 
is severe against all attacks on the Crown and State. Taking this 
view of our laws for his guide, M. de Persigny says :—“ If all parties 
and all writers, respecting the wish of the French people, only desire 
liberty of the press to maintain the prosperity of the State,they have liberty 
of the pressin Franceasin England, and the avertissement law becomes a 
dead letter, Let abuses in society or Government be disclosed ; let the 
acts of the Administration be discussed, and injustice be revealed ; but 
should parties endeavour to overthrow the State and dynasty, the law 
will not permit discussion, and the system of warnings will then be 
enforced,” The Minister concludes thus:—“I declare that, although 
disposed not to flinch before any responsibility in prohibiting attacks 
by the press against the State, on the other side I shall not consult any 
private considerations in the resolutions which I shall take to encourage 
the habit of free discussion in France.” 

This circular has been followed by a revocation of the legal effects 
of all “ warnings” that have been addressed to the journals, The 
decree is preceded by a report, in which M. de Persigny declares that 
the Emperor's generous policy aims at reconciliation and union, 

The Moniteur publishes an Imperial! decree, countersigned “ A. 
Walewski, Minister of State,” organising the government and superior 
administration of Algeria, 

The duty on dry vegetables and their meals has been fixed at 
25 centimes per 100 kilogrammes, whether imported into France by 
sea or land, in French or foreign vessels, until the 30th of September, 
1861, The vessel also will be free from tonnage dues, 

Count Baciocchi has been appointed Superintendent of Imperial 
Theatres. 

M. Poinsot, President of one of the Chambers of the Imperial Court of 
Paris, has been assassinated, At an early hour on Thursday week, 
when the Mulhouse train arrived in Paris, M. Poinsot was found 
murdered in one of the first-class carriages, He had been stabbed to 
the heart, apparently while he was asleep, and his purse, believed to 
have contained a considerable sum, and watch had beer stolen. The 
murderer is supposed to have got out of the train at some station near 
Paris, 

SPAIN, 

An attempt was made yesterday week to assassinate Marshal 
O'Donnell. While he was leaving the Senate a man fired a pistol at 
him and wounded him in the shoulder. The assassin, who is said to 
be known as a man of extreme political opinions, was immediately 
arrested, 

The Spanish Government, in imitation of the great naval Powers, is 
looking to her naval efficiency, and has given orders for the construction 
of two large frigates, one of which is to be iron-plated, 


ITALY. 

The siege of Gaeta proceeds, The fortress is well defended by the 
Royalist troops, who briskly reply to the fire of the Piedmontese, and 
have inflicted much loss on them. Hitherto the Piedmontese have 
only used twenty-seven guns; and, judging from the destruction they 
have effected, large results are expected when General Cialdini opens 
his whole battery, es to one hundred and seven guns, The 
Morning Post authoritatively announces that the Emperor Napoleon 
has recently addressed to Francis II. communications advising him to 
withdraw from Gaeta. If Francis Il. should not follow this advice, 
our contemporary adds, “It is, of course, obvious that the Emperor 
will be liberated from his promise to keep open a retreat for the King, 
and that the French fleet will quit the waters of Gaeta, and leave the 
fortress to the attack of Admiral Persano.” Francis Il. has made 
another protest, anticipatory of his approaching fall, to the European 
Powers, He has succeeded, it is said, in contracting a loan at Vienna, 

A quarrel has taken place between the Italians and the English 
Legion at Caserta, which assumed so serious a character that it was 
considered desirable to remove the legion entirely from that locality, 
They are, accordingly, now stationed at Salerno. 

Reactionary disturbances have taken place at Caserta, occasioned by 
Royalist agents and a portion of the inhabitants, These manifestations 
were followed by a serious counter-manifestation, The whole Garibaldian 
army hastened to the spot to crush the movement. About one hun- 
dred persons were arrested, and several ringleaders shot. Numbers of 
the inhabitants have taken flight. The city of Aversa has also risen 
in insurrection against the Garibaldians, who, however, remained 
masters, 

The Cardinal Archbishop having arrived at Naples, manifestations 
against him took place before his palace. A riot then ensued. The 
mob besieged the palace. The disorder lasted eighteen hours, and only 
terminated when the Archbishop appeared on the balcony, holding the 
Italian tricoloured flag. The accounts from Naples still indicate a very 
hostile feeling between the Neapolitans and the Piedmontese. 

King Victor Emmanuel returned to Naples on the 7th, and was to 
remain there for a fortnight. 

The following characteristic letter of Garibaldi has be2n published :— 

Italy and Victor Emmanuel! The Italians must not on any account abandon 
this programme. Victor Emmanuel is the only indispensable man‘ in Italy, 
around whom all the men of ovr peninsula must rally. Ido not care whether 
the Minister's name be Cavour or Cattaneo (the latter is preferable) ; but what 
I care for, and whatal! Italians must inexorably demand, is, that on the 5th of 
March, 1861, Victor Emmanuel be at the head of 509,000 soldicrs.—Nov. 28,—

Reports have for some time been circulated to the effect that large 
quantities of arms and ammunition have been introduced into the 
Danubian Provinces by Sardinian agents for the use of the malcontent 
Hungarians and their friends in Moldavia and Wallachia. Fresh coun- 
tenance is given to these reports by a despatch from Constantinople, 
dated Monday, which states that the Porte has seized a Sardinian 
vessel, provided with false papers, and laden with a quantity of arms 
and ammunition shipped at Gente, The Porte has protested against 
this fraud, and the violation of treaties which it constitutes. 

Agitation prevails in the Danubian Principalities, At Jassy the 
Metropolitan and the Minister of the Interior have been arrested and 
conveyed to a convent, where they are provisionally undergoing 
imprisonment,

UNITED STATES, 

The secession movement still continues with undiminished activity 
in South Carolina and the other malcontent Southern States. As far as 
language goes it would appear as if South Carolina had committed 
herself to secession almost beyond the power of retracing her steps. 
Governor Gist, in his message, declares absolutely for disunion, and 
argues that the time is gone by even for a conference of Southern 
States. Mr. Buchanan is being urged by the extreme party to perufit 
secession without interference on the part of the Federal authorities. 
The prostration of business and the critical state of monetary affairs, 
of course, still continues, 

Diplomatic relations between the United States and Pern are 
entirely suspended, and the matter in dispute goes before Congress for 
jurisdiction,

CHINA, 


CAPTURE OF PEKIN,—FLIGHT OF THE EMPEROR, 

We have two telegrams with important information from Pekin* 
The Government telegram was received last Saturday, from her Majesty's 
Consul General at Alexandria, It is dated November 30, and is as 
follows :— 

Two of the gates of Pekin are in our hands, Parkes and Loch have been 
returned to us. Captain Anderson and Mr. De Norman have died from the 
effects of ill-treatment. Brabazon and Bowlby unaccounted for. The 
Emperor’s summer palace taken and sacked, affording immense spoil. Emperor 
fied into Tartary. Forces to winter at Pekin and Tien-Tsin. The two 
Ambassadors at military head-quarters. 

Reuter’s telegram, which is rather more full, only reached the papers 
on Tuesday. It is as follows :— 

PEKIN, Oct. 13,—Pekin surrendered to the allies this day, yielding to all 
demande, Parkes, Loch, and L’Eschayrac were released on the 8th instant. 
De Norman and Anderson have died from the effects of brutal treatment. 
Thirteen soldiers have also been released. There is little hope of the return 
of Brabazon, Bowlby, or the French officers missing. The Emperor and the 
Tartar army have fied, and none of the enemy are to be seen at Pekin. The 
Emperor’s summer palace was taken and looted on the 6th of October. The 
quantity of spoil was enormous. The Pekin gates have been given up to the 
troops, who are all healthy, and encamped on the wall. The allied army will 
winter in the north. Lord Elgin and Baron Gros are at Pekin. Indemnity 
ready when demanded. 

SHANGHAI, Oct. 20.—All is quiet here. A new and distinct rebellion is 
reported in the province of Shensi, ‘It is said to be he aded by influential people. 
Little is known of the Taiping rebellion, 

It is stated positively, says the Patrie, “that a despatch received 
from Malta announces that it is to Moukden, in Tartary, the Emperor

and long. 131 deg., and had discovered a rich and fruitful country. 


The proffered mediation of the English Government between 
Denmark and the Germanic Confederation, in the affair of Schleswig-Holstein 
has been declined by the Prussian cabinet. The question will consequently 
come before the Diet of Frankfort in one of the approaching sittings of that 
assembly. 


The advices brought by the West African mail state that the 
monster who is now King of Dahomey has actually sacrified 1700 human 
beings in honour of his predecessor, and intends to complete the number of 
victims to 2500. Ten European traders (probably Spaniards or Portuguese) 
have been retained by him at Abomey, in order that they may be witnesses of 
these appalling sacrifices. 

A duel has been fought between two subalterns in the Russian 
army of the Caucasns—Prince de Gortchakoff and Baron de Fittinghof, in 
which the latter was shot through the heart. The survivor and two abettors 
have been deprived of their decorations and raduced to the ranks, whilst the 
second of the fallen man, in consideration of his efforts to effect a reeoncilia- 
tion, bas been sentenced to six months’ military imprisonment.

Mr, DISRAELI ON CHURCH 
among the speakers at the meeting of the clergy and laity of the rural 
dcanery of Amersham, held at Prestwood, Buckinghamshire, on the 4th inst., 
to consider the present aspect of the church-rate question, and the course 
expedient to adopt with regard to it.

* First, the disrupticn of political parties ; secondly, disputes among the clergy 
themselves.” He is of opinion ywever, that these causes are not permanent, 
ond he points to the late division in the House of Commons on Sir John 
Trelawny's bill as evidence of the revulsion which is taking xe in public 
opinion on this question. “It was the break of dawn,’ 
his friends that they “if they choose, close this controversy 
not by a teeble concession, but by a b yld assertion of public right. He refuse 
to recognise the principle of exemption. “ Dissenter demand 
fe an oligarchical privilege; and the principle, if conceded and pur 
may lead to general confusion.” He disputes the assertion that the levying of 
the rate has become impracticable, and with reference to the recusant parishes 
of the large tov , he maintains that the great bulk of the population are n 
“the votaries of rival creeds and establishments,” but men who are “ ignora 
indifferent, or more unfortunate.” Jie, therefore, puts the question—Is 
Church “ to retire from the duty of contending with this unsympathising 
unbelieving mass.” Answering this question in the negative, he urges 
supporters of the tax to deluge Parliament with petitions—petitions “on a 
broad issue, in favour of maintaining the union between Church and State, 
and, incidentally, in favour of church rates.” The ground to be taken is, that 
** on the union of Church and State depend, in a large measure, the happiness, 
the greatness, and the liberty of England.”

Washington's House at Mount 
Vernon (of which the subjoined 
is an Engraving) is, according 
to the —_ a yee non nt, es 
shocking plight, an going 
ruin. The followin is his descrip- 
tion of the house :—“In the centre 
of the lawn is a long, straggling, 
oldfashioned, wooden country- 
house, three stories high, with very 
tall, square wooden pillars, sup- 
porting a broad balcony, which 
shades over the whole front, 
neath this, in an irregular square 
stone pavement is a long, angular, 
wooden seat, white and almost 
decayed, placed close by the 
side of a narrow double-leafed door, 
from which the yellow paint is 
worn, and the Is are shrunk 
and cracked. Above the balcony, 
with its wooden lattice balustrade, 
ruined and broken like torn lace, is 
a sloping irregular tiled roof, green 
with the moss and damp of man 
years. Four pointed little gable 
windows peep timidly from under 
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the eaves of this, while in the 
centre of the ridge rises a little 
glass lantern, like a belfry, with 
a huge rusty weather-cock, and 
an iron lightning-conductor of 
great thickness, At either 
side of the house, curving 
backwards, are the blanched re- 
mains of little vaulted arcades, 
leading to dilapidated farm-build- 
ings in the rear, while, on the left, 
another large tiled outhouse, in 
better preservation, though still in 
keeping with the rest in swift decay, 
a the scene. Such is the 

rst appearance presented by the 
remains of this wotd-faneus 
building; such, and no more, are 
the plain simple features of the 
house in which George Washington 
lived and died, Every window in 
its quaint white wooden front 
has an interest now; every little 
peculiarity is scrutinised as you 
stand amid the silence that belongs 
to decay, and note its every aspect 
for memory to treasure up and dwell 
upon hereafter. The old, faded 
green blinds are closed over the 
sitting-room, as if the house was 
mourning ; the others are open, but 
dim, hollow, and vacant, looking 
eyes from which the light has fled 
for ever. The closed windows speak 
only of death ; but there is some- 
thing in those sightless, glaring 
panes, stained black with dust, and 
tapestried with webs; there is 
a mute, appealing mournfulness in 
their decay—in the sad efforts which 
they seem to make to keep the 
daylight from entrance into the 
gloomy rooms beyond, that is almost 
touching ; that speaks of one not 
only dead, but dead and long for- 
gotten. The gaunt white columns 
are riven with unseemly gaps and 
crumbling to decay ; the bell-wires 
outside the house are worn to threads 
and parted, leaving a mouldering, 
rusty stain along the wooden walls, 
The upper windows seem to have 
grown decayed and lost their light, as 
if from long neglect of use, for 
years have come and gone since 
these were wanted—since any faces 
looked for light from them, The 
very walk under the arcade has a 
faint cold echo of the past; the 
solitary tap, tap from drops of 
water breaks on the stillness with a

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round which bere is noise; the old green-tiled roof droops in slow 
ben: is, as if, ite duty done, it, too, was slumbering to decay with all 
the rest, There is a loneliness about the place, about its solitary 
quiet and f.rlornness, that more than clings to tombs; it is the 
ech: ing loneliness of the forsaken mansion of one greatest in world’s 
Listory, left desolate, and never to be used again. The stacks of 
ch'mreys stand in sharp outline against a cold October sky, dumb 
and sa.okeles?, breathing no signs of hospitality or token of life 
within those mute, white walls. ere are no swallows near the 
br lding, no people round the place; even the vare above the lantern is 
rusted into quiet, never broken here save by the falling leaves or wind, 
or Crip, drip, drip of water. Even the glass belfry on the roof has a 
ghastly lcok, as, all white and empty, its iron bell rusted and dead, 
its dim, shadowy-lcoking windows just permit the light of a cold 
October sun to be seen a its little panes. The most bigoted 
stranger that ever trod within these sacred precincts cannot look around 
withcut emction—cannot free his mind from a feeling of sorrow that 
this touching relic of one of earth’s noblest dead should be now in such 
« state and left to such decay.” 


INDEPENDENCE HALL, PHILADELPHIA. 

On the morning of the 10th ult. the Prince of Wales drove through 
= ladelphia, with the Mayor and other grandees of the place, and 

risited several of the public buildings and admirable institutions of the 
Quaker city. One of the most interesting among the many lions of 
Philadelphia is the State House, containing the halls of the old 
Congress, rich in associations with the important period of the Revolu- 
tion, and especial] rf with its commencement, Independence Hall, the 
apartment east of the entrance (of which we give an engraving on 
page 491) is = in which the Declaration of Independence 
adopted and signed, and in which Washington was appointed Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the army. From the steps in front of the building, 
on the 4th of July, 176, the Declaration of Independence 
was réad; and from these steps, also, Washington delivered 
his farewell address on his retirement from public office. ‘The 
correspondent of the Morning Post, in his account of the 
Prince's visit to Philadelphia, thus describes Independence Hall :— 
“The Old State House is certainly a very interesting relic in itself, and 
it contains a collection of equally interesting national relics, which every 
American citizen views with reverence, and every stranger, even the 
Briton, with respect and absorbing attention. The walls are covered 
with raits of the heroes of the revolution, including two of 
Washington, taken at different periods of life, and a well-executed 
full-length one of Benjamin Franklin, which gives an admirable 
idea of the great statesman, diplomatist, and philosopher. A 
— of Washington’s mother, a most amiable-looking old 

y in a high lace cap, and the dress peculiar to the early part 
of the reign of George IIL, also attracts much attention, There 
are likewise portraits of Mr. and Mrs. Joshua Morris, of Lafayette, 
Baron Stenben, and many of the revolutionary Generals. The whole 
series is to the last degree interesting, particularly to Americans, who 
are so proud of the founders of their position as a nation. Upon an 
elevated pedestal, adorned with inscriptions and emblems of Liberty, 
and inc’osed within an iron railing, stands the old cracked bell whose 
deep tones first proclaimed liberty through the land. It was cast 
in the city, and has the name of the maker upon is; and it is very 
remarkable that the words “ Proc'aim Liberty” are also engraved upon 
the rim of the relic. Several original letters of Washington and others 
are framed and displayed upon the walls, a3 well as some of the 
original paper money issued by the revolutionar party. The old rei- 
brick building, with its cupola and tall vane, -_ ancient trees shading 
its venerable front, affords a striking contrast to the noble marble and 
stone palaces which tower above it on all sides.

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THE progress of events in China, striking and remarkable as it 
is, has tended very materially to extend the dimensions of the 
question involved, On the face of it there is a curious sense 
of the incredible in the statement of the capture of Pekin, the 
flight of the Emperor, and the occupation of his capital by a 
force of Europeans whose numbers it would not be a very 


fatiguing mental effort to count. But there lurks in 
the brief statement that our Army is to winter in the 
Imperial city a peculiar importance and significance, If this 


means anything it implies an indefinite postponement of the 
settlement of the matters in dispute and the beginning of the 
old circular system of Chinese diplomacy, The absence of the 
nominal head of the realm will again devolve the conduct of 
negotiations on those remarkable functionaries in China whose 
business it is to carry on negotiations for the sole purpose of 
having their authority disavowed at the last moment, The 
character of the military expedition, too, is decidedly changed. 
It is no longer a question of a brief and successful campaign, 
and a temporary occupation of the metropolis of the empire. 
It has reached a point far beyond that. There is a very serious 
aspect to the fact of an Anglo-French army entering into winter 
quarters, under the peculiar circumstances, in Pekin, We in 
England not too long ago learnt the nature of the cost of the 
maintenance of a fleet and army at a distance of a few thousand 
miles ; we are, probably, about to become acquainted with finan- 
cial requirements of that nature upon a scale by no means tally- 
ing with the mere numerical force of our troops employed in 
China, While we are incurring an expense which is very easily 
calculated, owing to the largeness of the figures by which it is 

counted, our opponents will rely on that with

A political “star” has at length deigned to illuminate the 
sombre firmament of the recess period. Mr, Disraeli has 
delivered, at Prestwood, in Buckinghamshire, an address upon 
the subject of church rates ; and nobody can accuse his trumpet 
of giving an uncertain sound. He says that it has been 
arranged that the question whether a National Church shall o1 
not exist shall be tried on the church-rate issue, as, in an action 
of ejectment, the right of cutting down a tree is made to do 
duty for the right to an estate. Therefore he calls on the 
friends of the Church to stand by the rate, unless they propose 
to give up the Church altogether; and in support of his pro- 
positions, he avails himself, with adroitness, of the admissions 
made by some of the ultra-Dissenters before the Parliamentary 


Committee, to the effect that they regarded the abolition 


of the rate as most desirable, but only as the means to au 
end, the severance of the connection between Church and 
State. The success of the opponents of the abolition during 


last Session appears to have convinced Mr, Disraeli that a very 
good fight may be made in the next, 
to think that the Hierarchy is sufficiently demonstrative, At 
the same time he cannot help perceiving that the inconveniences 
of the present system are great, and he desires to attempt a 
return to the abandoned plan of taking the money wanted fo1 
the Church out of a general parochial rate, not to bear the 
existing obnoxious definition. He also adds urgent counsel to 
uestion, and use ail their energies 
and influence in support of what he terms the Church, The 
matter has been too often discussed in these columns to leave it 
necessary to say more than that Mr, Disracli’s policy is evidently 
inadequate to meet the difficulties of the case, While alluding 
to a Conservative demonstration, we may as well add that it is 
announced that Lord Robert Montagu (son of the Duke of 
Manchester, and member for Huntingdonshire), who recently 
obtained more notoriety than celebrity by his classing Garibaldi 
as one of the filibustersof the day, is to be the new Parliamentary 
‘whip” for that party. 

Sensation has been created by the announcement of the new 
French Minister, M, de Persigny, that the press of France ia

‘Lhe sacred freedom of the press,—

Almost as interesting, at least to English readers in cattle-show 
time, is the announcement that French experiments have showa 
that the plant called “ bird’s claw ””—of course it has a polysyl- 
labic Latin alias—is extremely valuable for green fodder, a fact 
which we commend to the attention of our agricultural friends.

Two years ago the Metropolitan Cathedral would hardly accommodate 
moie than 900 worshippers ; since that time, however, congregations of 
3000 and upwards have been commodiously placed under the dome 
during the special evening services; and at this present Advent the 
choir has been reopened, after a cessation of afew months, with grzatly- 
incr2ased space for the ordinary daily services. : 

It was never the intention of Sir Christopher Wren to subdivide the

cathedrals —e.g., , Lincoln, Salisbury ; and, what is more to 
the purpese, with an early design of Sir Christopher Wren, the stalls 
have also bcen brought down to a somewhat lower level, by which 
the general appearance of height and breadth has been increased. 

A general impression has prevailed that the interior of St. Paul's 
was not worthy of its exterior; but the increase of apparent size 
obtained by these alterations, and the development of ~~ pto- 
portions, will lead indisputably to the conclusion that quate and 
suitable colour and ornament are wanting to remove this unfa- 
vourable comparison, and to place the architecture of the interior on a 
par with the already acknowledged magnificence of the exterior. 

Towards this much-desived embellishment something has been done 
since last summer. Four of the leading City companies—viz., the 
Grocers’, the Merchant Taylors’, the Mercers’, and the Skinners’ Com- 
panies—have provided funds sufficient for gilding the four great 
arches leading from the dome and their contiguous vaultings, extend- 
ing about twenty-six feet from the dome, and this work is being 
rapidly proceeded with, The Goldsmiths’ Company also have voted a 
svbecription equal to that of the four companies mentioned above, 
and the Brewers’ Company have given a smaller, but liberal, dona- 
tion. But there is room for the co-operation of all the City com- 
panies in gilding the vaultings and arches alone. Besides the 
above-mentioned special gifts, two small painted windows, and a 
memorial pulpit for the dome, have been offered, which may lead 
to more of the same kind, A great organ is now being erected in 
the south transept, and will shortly be ready for use. It is hoped 
that, when sufficient funds shall have enabled it to be finished with 
a handsome case and a substructure of columns, this organ will 
prove not only of great advantage for Divine worship under the 
dome, but also a splendid and appropriate ornament to the church. 

if Sir Christopher Wren had been properly supported when the 
cathedral was built this work would not be left for this gene- 
ration to do. His views of the manner in which the dome and 
vaultings should be painted, and of the proper enriclrnents at th 
cast end, may be gathered from “The Parentalia,” a book written by 
the son of the great architect. 

The cathedral was nearly half finished when William ITT. ascended 
the throne, and, could it have been carried on with rapidity during his 
reign, .t would have been completed while the architect still enjoyed 
the confidence of the Court, and when he would have been allowed to 
embellish his cathedral in his own way. The larger part, however, of 
the proceeds of the coal tax which had been voted by Parliament for 
the rebuilding of the cathedral seems to have been diverted to the 
military expenses of the King; and, although in the reign of Queen 
Anne larger sums were devoted to thecathedral, during the latter part 
of that reign Sir Christopher Wren was thwarted in every conceivable 
way by the Commissioners appointed to administer the funds; and, 
finally, in the year 1718, was superseded in the office of Surveyor- 
General, and “ one Benson,” a creature of the new dynasty, put in his 
ylace,, ,The decoration of the dome was intrusted to Sir James 
Thornhill, who has produced a work certainly of considerable merit in 
its way, but violently incongruous with Sir Christopher Wren's design. 
“It was the judgment of the surveyor, instead of painting in the 
manner now performed, to have beautified the inside of the cupola 
with the more durable ornament of mosaic work, as is nobly executed 
in the cupola of St. Peter's at Rome, which strikes the eye of the 
beholder with a most magnificent and splendid appearance. But, as 
this art was a great novelty in England, and not generally apprehended, 
it did not receive the encouragement it deserved, It was imagined also 
the expense would prove too great and the time very long {in the 
execution ; but, though these and all objections were fully answered, 
yet this excellent design was no farther pursued.” 

Has not the time now arrived for doing tardy justice to Sir 
Christopher Wren’s noble design? It cannot, perhaps, be expected 
that Parliament should be as liberal as it was one hundred and fifty 
years ago; but at least the Corporation of London, who have received 
for various public purposes the proceeds of the coal tax ever since it 
was stopped from the bare and unfinished edifice, should feel that 
nothing could conduce so much to the glory of the city of London as 
the splendour of their cathedral, The City companies, which have already 
begun to lend a willing hand—the merchant princes of the City—the 
nobles and gentry of the kingdom, whose ancestors gave large sub- 
scriptions amounting collectively to upwards of £60,000, inde- 
pendently of the coal tax for the rebuilding of the cathedral— 
should all combine heartily in support of this great national 
work. There has been a general feeling for the last twenty 
years for embellishing our cathedrals and ecclesiastical monuments. 
Does London alone fail to share this feeling? Is it to be thought that 
the wealthiest city in the world shall bave subscribed less than man 
of our provincial towns, not only relatively but actually? It rests with 
the inhabitants of the metropolis to remove the reproach to which we 
are liable in the eyes of foreigners for the unfinished state of the 
cathedral, It does not lie with the Dean and Chapter, who are heartily 
doing all they can; but the capitular revenues, as is well known, have 
for many years been taken out of their control ; the Ecclesiastical Com- 
missioners, too, are strictly limited by Act of Parliament as to the 
purposes to which their funds can be applied. The fabric fund, for the 
maintenance of the cathedral, is barely sufficient for the annual neces- 
sary repairs, 

R considerable number of noblemen and many of the London bankers 
and other gentlemen have, indeed, come forward with handsome sub- 
scriptions ; but it is the mass that chiefly needs to be moved to see the 
importance of this appeal, that the number of moderate subscriptions 
may show that the people's heart is in the work—a work, namely, 
that, by suitably adorning a building dedicated to the worship of 
Almighty God, the schools of British art may, at the same time, be 
encowaged, and the glory of the metropolis enhanced by the im- 
provement of its most magnificent monument. 

Our Engraving represents the interior of the cathedral as seen from 
the east end, with the new eastern transept in the foreground. The 
organ of the choir is seen on the north side, Beyond the open columnar 
screen (a point not yet decided on, as above stated) the dome is seen, 
with some of the proposed pictures in mosaic on the spandrils or 
triangular spaces between the great arches. The smaller cupolas of 
the roof are also shown, as ornamented in a similar way, This view 
from east to west was hitherto entirely lost, in consequence of the inter- 
ruption of the solid screen and organ, but it is now one of the most 
striking in the cathedral. 

Divine *service took place on Sunday week, at the usual hours, th 
Dean preaching in the morning, and the Rev. Canon Champneys in 
the afternoon. The increased space did not seem to throw any 
additional strain on the voice of the preacher. The effect of th: 
alterations to the eye will be more fully appreciated when the hoardings, 
which at present cut off the dome and some other parts, are removed ; 
but the Dean and Chapter were anxious to resume the services in th 
choir with the least possible delay.

LITERATURE AND ART. 


It is onc of the blessed properties of Christmas that it has something 
intimately to do with everybody. This is a very homely way of 
expressing the fact that the great festival's influence is universal y felt ; 
but by our “ everybody ” we meant everybody inthis realm of England. 
Abroad a religious ceremony is performed on Christmas Day, and all 
the rejoicings and me ings, the feastings and gift-giviags, are 
reserved for the first day of the new year. With us Anglo-Saxons 
“merry Christmas” is merry indeed. The very lowliest, as well as the 
very highest, are comf at that genial time, If her Majesty at 
Windsor has her Royal baron of beef dissected by yeomen carvers, and 
Dukes and Earls at their palatial seats rear Christmas-trees and act 
Christmas charades, the poor man has his “ goose-club,” the pauper in 
the union workhouse is regaled with an unwonted good dinner and 
strong ale, the pauper children have nuts and oranges in the evening, 
and the vs | convict in his Newgate cell is gladdened with beef. and 
pudding. Yes; Christmas comes home to everybody, and everybody 
is delighted with its advent—always excepting the geese and turkeys, 
now being crammed with meal in Norfolk with a view to Leadenhall 
market. Could those Christmas birds speak instead of quacking and 
gobbling, what fervid invectives would they not pour forta against the 
infamous practive of eating poultry at Christmastide ! 

For persons connected with literature and art, of whom in their 
varied branches there must be some thousands in London, the three 
weeks preceding’ Christmas Day are a season of unmitigated toil and 
trouble to which the labours of the crank are but a fleabite, and the 
fatigue of the treadmill a dolce fur niente. It is reported that Mr. 
William Beverley and his brother scene-painters never think of going 
to bed or taking off their clothes from the fifteenth to the twenty-sixsh 
of December. One good night's rest to a scene-painter would inevitably 
retard the due production of the Christmas pantomimes ou Boxing 
Night. Then consider the editors and contributors tothe weekly news- 
papers that publish extra Christmas numbers. Think upon the 
draughtsmen, the wood-engravers, the bookbinders and sewers, the 
compositors, the publishers, and even the printers’ devils, A negro in 
a Southern plantation at cotton-picking time would think himzelf 
scandalously overworked by his ‘ massa” were he to be compelled ‘o 
undergo a tithe of the mental and manual toil cheerfully borne by the 
children of literature and art who, their work once over, enjoy their 
Christmas as heartily and gleefully as other folk. 

Perhaps the ost inveterate, albeit unconscious, taskmasters at 
Christmas time are the children, We don’t mean in the way of toys 
or sweetstuff, or trinkets, although they give quite enough work to do 
in all those departments of trade. But just look at the childrens’ 
Christmas-books exhibited just now in the shop windows, Was there 
ever such a glorious congeries of rainbows of gay binding and dazzling 
pictures as one may see any afternoon in a twenty minutes’ walk from 
Somerset House to St. Paul’s? Animated nature, Buffon and Cavier, 
Botany, A‘sop's Fables, The Arabian Nights, Count Hamilton and the 
Countess d’Aulnois, the Brothers Grimm, and the old nursery rhymes 
have all been laid under contribution for the amusement of the young 
ones, The best artists in England are proud to illustrate childrens’ 
Looks nowadays, and one no longer sees those atrocious libels upon 
zoology, entomology, and the human form divine which were current 
when first our boyish fingers fluttered the pages of Mr. Pillblister and 
Betsy his Sister, and the Butterfiy’s Ball. , 

Our neighbours across the water have been quite as busy in the pro- 
duction of children’s books, and we have been running over a pile of 
delightful little volumes, designed for the especial delectation of the 
rising generation of France. The French are ordinarily supposed to 
lack intensity in the purely domestic affections; but we have been 
reading some little child’s stories in French lately which Hans Christian 
Andersen would have been glad to write, and George Cruikshank or 
Richard Doyle to illustrate. Here is a charming little anecdote culled 
from one of these sparkling tomes. A good mamma tells her little 
girl that she must always join her hands together when she says her 
prayers. “Yes, mamma,” answers missy; “ but mus’nt I open them 
again directly afterwards to give some bread to the poor?” 

De Keyser's “ China,” and the “ Lettres Edifiantes et Curieuses” are 
just now at a premium ; descriptions of Canton, Shanghai, and even 
Nankin, are out of date. Staunton, Macartney, and Amherst don’t go 
far enough ; the Abbé Huc is too esoteric; and everybody is trying to 
“coach up” sufficient Chinese lore to enable him to talk familiarly 
about Pekin. People whose acquaintance with the “ Middle Kingdom,” 
was confined only yesterday to the paintings on the tea-chests in the 
grocers’ shops now talk glibly of the mighty Pekin, of the Imperial 
city which surrounds the sacred or red city, with its eighteen hundred 
“ gates of etiquette ;’ of the Tchang'ankiai, or Street of Eternal 
Repose, and other recondite Celestial matters. We have learnt a great 
deal about China of late years ; but the Dutch Embassy of Charles IL’s 
time, and the old Jesuit fathers, are unrivalled for minute details, 
Will Mr, Sutherland Edwards, or some other competent Anglo-Russian 
scholar, inform us how it is that the Russians, who have had for years 
an embassy at Pekin, have never published an elaborate work on 
Chinese manners and customs in that metropolis where they have had, 
as strangers, the sole privilege of dwelling. Or Muscovite friends are 
ready. enough at appreciating popular literature ; and such a work as 
we speak of would be eminently popular, if we may judge from the 
fact that Messrs, Triibner have in the press a Russian translation of — 
what do our readers imagine, of all books in the world?—“ Baron 
Munchausen ” ! 

Still harping on Christmas, can we deny a word of welcome to the 
extra number of All the Year Round called “ A Message from the 
Sea”? The framework surrounding the ordinary round of Christmas 
stories -is a charming domestic tale, the scene a Devonshire fishing- 
village, the chief character a ‘down-east” sea-captain, Silas Gorgan 
by name, and « pure original; and the mystery a half-destroyed 
letter found in a bottle, and in which the words “ £500 stolen money””’ 
give rise to a doubt of the integrity of the father of a fine young 
fisherman, But our favourite personage in “A Message from the 
Sea” is a wonderful steward who, as he walks and talks, is an incar- 
nation of boiled leg of mutton and a basin, and whose only consola- 
tion, under all circwmstances of distress, is that “ people”—meaning 
peta 5 yd we presume—“ are always so when they first come 
aboard, 

The curators of the Museum of the Louvre have just acquired a 
splendid triptych from the Danieli Gallery at Turin, and from the 
pencil of one of the early Italian masters ue uncertain), at the 
price of 13,500 francs. e directors have purchased a tiny little 
chalk drawing of a young girl’s head, by Leonardo da Vinci, for 
4500 francs. 

M. Dupont-White has translated Mr. John Stuart Mill's essay on 
“ Liberty,” and the work has just seen the light in Paris. “ Liberty ” 
progresses over the water; and not the least remarkable contribution 
to Anglo-French literature is M. le Comte de Persigny’s remarkable 
essay, in his cireular to the Préfets, on the liberty of the English 
press, and the rigorous trammels by which journalists were bound in 
the days of Jacobite and Hanoverian dissensions, 

A correspondent of Notes and Queries, more than hiuts that the 
honour of the first invention of photography belongs to Lord Brougham, 
that extraordinary man having, so far back as 1795, in a paper com- 
municated to the Royal Society, entered into a disquisition on the 
changes undergone by a plate of ivory stained with nitrate of silver, 
when exposed to the rays of a spectrum.

MUSIC. 


Balfe's new opera, “ Bianca, the Bravo's Bride” (the successful 
production cf which we recorded last week) continues to be performed 
nightly to overflowing houses ; and it deserves its success, not only 
from its intrinsic merit, but from the care and splendour with which it 
has been jbrought out and the excellence of its performance. The 
libretto, from the practised pen of Mr, Palgrave Simpson, is founded 
- a forgotten melodrama, called “ Rugantino ; or, the Bravo of Venice,” 
Me M. G. Lewis, Esq., M.P.,” the once-celebrated author of “ The 

onk.” The subject is full of improbabilities, and is somctimes 
hardly intelligible ; but it gives room for abundance of stirring in- 
cidents and striking situations, well suited to the purposes of music 
and spectacle. The hero of the piece is a certain Prince of Ferrara 
who is affianced to Bianca, the daughter of the Duke of Milan. Ti 
Prince is a romantic gentleman, who desires to be loved for himself 
and therefore appears at the Court of Milan as an obscure adventurer 
in which character he gains distinction, and also the heart of the 
Princess, by his personal merit. Having broken up a formidable band 
of robbers, he obtains from their dying and repentant chief a revelation 
of aconspiracy against the Duke, to which the brigand was an accessory. 
The Prince personates the dead brigand (Fortespada by name), and in 
this disguise obtains access to the conclave of traitors in order 
to counteract their designs. In this enterprise he is successful. 
After a variety of adventures, in which he appears sometimes as 
Odoardo, the soldier of fortune, and lover of Bianca, and sometimes 
as the bravo Fortespada, and in the course of which he saves the lives 
of the Princess and her father and brings the conspirators to justice, 
he at length brings about the denouement by announcing his real 
name and rank, and thus explaining the motive of his mysterious 
Goings— 

I swore my fate to bind to her alone, 

Whose heart of love, unconscious of my throne, 

Should love me for myself—whate’er betide—’ 

And now, my bride, I’ve won—the Bravo's Bride. 
All this would be very well in an Adelphi melodrama, but it has not 
the strong interest befitting a great serious opera. Balfe, departing 
from his usual style, has emulated the grand manner and intense 
passion of Meyerbeer, forgetting that such music ought to have a cor- 
responding subject ; and that what is appropriate in the “ Huguenots” 
or the “ Prophéte” becomes overstrained and exaggerated in a merely 
melodramatic subject. Still, however, there is grandeur as well as 
beauty in the musicof thisopera, He has adopted a larger and loftier 
style than that of his previous works, In the scenes,in which numbers 
of persons are grouped together on the stage, and which are conse- 
quently carried on in concerted music, he has shown greater powers of 
combination than he has ever exhibited before, while his melodies are often 
beautiful, and his instrumentation is always masterly and full in varied 
and striking effects. There are, moreover, several! fine songs and ballads, 
which cannot fail to become generally popular, The best of them, we 
think, are two ballads, “My childhood’s days,” and “’Twas my only 
thought,” sung by Miss Louisa Pyne; and “ The hope I may forget” 
—a simple, melancholy strain—sung by Mr. Harrison, The perform- 
ance is admirable in every respect. We have never seen and heard Miss 
Pyne and Mr. Harrison to greater advantage ; and the other principa 1 
characters are excellently supported by Miss Thirlwall, Mr, St. Aibyn, 
Mr. Lawrence, and Mr, Wharton. 


The Christmas performances of “ The Messiah” at EXETER 
Haut have begun. The first took place on Friday last week, and the 
second will be given on Friday next. The first performance had its 
usual grandeur and sublimity; and, as usual, was attended by a vast 
assemblage, who listened with the deep attention due to the awtul 
solemnity of the subject. The principal soprano part was sung by 
Miss Parepa, whose grand simplicity of style and execution made a 
great impression. This young lady seems destined to assume the 

re-eminent position as a singer of sacred music which was so long 
eld by Mdme, Clara Novello, 

An interesting and successful concert was given at the 
Store-street Rooms, on the evening of Thursday last week, by Misa 
Clara West, a young yerformer of much talent and rising reputation, 
The programme presented an excellent selection of vocal pieces—songs, 
duets, and glees—by Bishop, Macfarren, Wallace, Hatton, Balfe, and 
other favourite composers, chiefly of the English school. The principal 
singers were Miss West, Miss Stabbach, Miss Chipperfield, Miss Fos- 
broke, and Signor Rigaldi. Miss West, moreover, showed her talent 
as a pianist by performing Mendelssohn's beautiful and difficult “ Rondo 
Capriceioso.” The various performers were warmly applauded by a 
numerous audience.

Richard Booth’s heifer, Soldier’s Bride, which is still under two years 
old, and likely to be the standing menace of Warlaby against “the 
Gunter twins ” till July, beat everything in the yard. The once great 
Queen of the Isles—a hopeless subject as far as breeding is con- 
cerned—was among them, and only second in her class. A butcher 
hes bought her from Mr. Booth, but subject to her going to 
the fat show at Darlington, which took place yesterday. We hear 
that the white bull calf by Hopewell, from Campfollower, is bound 
to the West Razen pastures, Diadem, who came second to Queen of 
the Isles at Chester, and seemed at one time equally hopeless, is shortly 
to calve to Priam. Among the recent Towneley calves are Frederick's 
Faithful, own sister to Frederick's Fidelity, and Royal Butterfly Ninth, 
from Young Barmpton Rose. Aylesby Garland has had her ninth calf, 
which has been christened British Baronet in honour of her venerable 
Fawesley breeder. Mr. Majoribanks’s has a sister to Harkaway, the 
winner in the bull-calf class at The Royal. The latter unfortunately 
died lately, and will leave no calves, of which, however, there is a ver 
promising fall at Bushey by Great Mogul. Mr. George Turner's 
Devon cows, Bountiful and Beeswing (a Royal, Cork and West of 
England first-prize winner last year) have produced Prince Frederick 
heifer calves which have been respectively named Cornucopia and 
Beeswax, 

It is rather a remarkable fact in connection with Mr. Mogridge’s 
Smithfield heifer that she is the first that gentleman ever fed for Smith- 
field. She is by the Duke of Sussex, who went to Australia, anda 
great granddaughter of Mr. James Quartley’s ten-year-old Napoleon, 
whose stock have had most wondrous success this year.

MONETARY TRANSACTIONS OF THE WEEK, 
(From our City Correspondent.) 


THF long-talked-of Turkish Loan has at length made its appearance, but in a 
modified shape. Instead of the large eriginal amount of £16,090,000, the sam 
now applied for is £5,000,000 in a Six per Cent, at about 624. The contractors 
state that the issue is to be in obligations, or bonds, of £29 each; the sinking 
fund will be in operation for thirty-six years ; and that special revenues of 
Turkey have been set aside for the payment of both interest and principal. 
The loan is offered at Paris, London, Antwerp, Brussels, Amsterdam, and 
Hamburg ; and the whole amount will be required by the 30th of April, 1361, 
a deposit of 20 per cent being necessary on application. Judging from the 
tenor of the notice, we are of opinion that a very small portion of the loan will 
be raised in this country ; but it is just possible that the bulk of the amount 
required will be raised on the Continent. 

The advices at hand from New York this week are to the effect that monetary 
affairs were improving, and that the late advance in the exchange on London 
had been supported. It seems to follow, therefore, that future shipments of 
gold from this side will be very small in a comparative sense. Since the panic 
first commenced at New York we have sent away over one million in gold. This 
week only £57,12I has been shipped, and very little is engaged forthe steamer 
which sails on Saturday. 

The sum of £125,000 in bar gold has been purchased by the Bank of Eng- 
land; but the demand for the Continent is still somewhat extensive, about 
£300,000 ar1ived from Australia having been taken for Paris. The operation 
of transferring the two millions of silver from the Bank of France to the Bank 
of England progresses slowly, and we believe that the whole amount will not 
be required now that gold is returning to the Bank of France. 

The demand for money at the Bank of England has been by no means active. 
In Lombard-street, and at the large discount houses, the applications have 
been somewhat numerous, and {the rates of discount have continued steady.

THE most singular of all the arches erected in the British provinces of 
North America in honour of the Prince of Wales’s visit was the 


Lumberers’ Arch erected near the Chauditre Bridge, Ottawa, of which we | 
give an Engraving. It was sixty-five feet in height, and eighty-two | 
feet in length, and was composed of 180,000 feet of lumber. Not a nail | 


was used in its construction, nor a plank spoiled. It was massive and 
imposing. Few ornaments were placed upon it. To its size and simple 
design it owed its magnificent appearance, From the way in which the 


| boards were piled, small pieces haying been placed between each, 
the light passed through, prodvcing a peculiar and pleasing effect. '

There were three archways. The largest was fifteen feet in width 
and twenty-five feet high, The side arches were seven feet 
and ahalf in width, and fifteen feet high; round at the top, 
and simply cabelled. About ten feet above the top of the arches 
the width varied from eighty-two feet to sixty feet; and above 
that again to forty feet ; so that three successive stages rose one above 
the other. In front was an immense plank, thirty-four inches ir width, 
bearing on it the word “ Welcome.” The arch was suggested by Mr.

COUNT FLAHAULT, 
THE NEW FRENCH AMBASSADOR 
IN ENGLAND. 

THE appointment of a new French 
Ambassador to the Court of St. 
James’s, in consequence of the late 
Imperial decree in favour of an ex- 
tension of political liberty in France, 
may be looked upon with great satis- 
faction in England, more especial! 
as the successor of the Count de 
Persigny is a gentleman known to 

the perfect confidence of the 
mperor Napoleon, and is also one 
of the most liberal supporters of the 
Imperial dynasty, whose cause was 
espoused at a very early age by the 
present representative of France in 
this country. His intimate relations 
with the epeer, and his con- 
nection by marriage with Great 
Britain, offer a guarantee that the 
Count’s sojourn amongst us will be 
characterised by a conciliatory con- 
duct tending to cement still more 
closely the interests of the two 
countries, 

Auguste Charles Joseph Flahault 
de la Billarderie was born in Paris 
on the 20th of April, 1785. The 
family of Napoleon have had no 
abler or stancher friend than the 
statesman who now, at the age of 
seventy-five, enters upon functions 
not less important than those of the 
most responsible bureau in the 
Home Administration of France, 
Born under the tottering régime of 
the Bourbon Monarchy, he must 
have heard with a child’s pas- 
sionate sorrow that his father, who 
was a General in the French Army, 
had perished by the revolutionary 
guillotine. His mother, herself dis- 
tinguished by her accomplishments 
and literary powers, fled with him 
to England, and here, like many 
eminent Frenchmen of that genera- 
tion, he received the rudiments of 
his education. At the age of fifteen 
he entered the French Army in a 
corps of mounted volunteers, and 
accompanied the first Consul in the 
Marengo campaign. He was present 
at several of the great battles of 
the Empire—Austerlitz, Friedland, 


and Wagram, and was successively Aide-de-Camp to Murat, Berthier, 
In a single year, 1813, he received the rank of 
Brigadier-General, of General of Division, and the title of Count, the 
former in consequence of his brilliant conduct in the Russian cam- 
paign, the two latter after his services at the battle of Dresden, He 
was by the side of his chief at Leipsic and at Waterloo, and steadily

should be called to the Senate, and 
we believe he has since been one of

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JAPANESE MYTHOLOGY AND RELIGION, 


Tur accompanying Dustration with which we have been favoured 
by a valued a oy Sry represents a favourite subject in Japanese 
mythology — the t of the war-god Maris (whose name has 
a strange resemblance to that of the same divinity in Roman 
mythology) on the holy boar—the emblem of his force. Little as ae 
is known of the inhabitants of the Japanese islands ; but the veil that 
has so long hidden them from the rest of the world, and even from 
their pear neighbours, the Chinese, bids fair to be lifted in our day. 
The expedition under the late Commodore Perry, sent thither by the 
Government of the United States in the year 1852, and which was 
en in the exploration of the Japanese seas and coasts until late in 1854, 
bas done more than any previous researches to increase our knowledge 
of this ingenious and highly-civilised people ; and the time seems to 
be a 1ing—thanks not only to America, but to the Governments 
of Great Britain and France—when the West and the East shall be 
more closely united, and when Christian civilisation shall be as well 
informed of the life, manners, and religion of the great Buddhist 
empires as it is of the civilisation of the Mol countries nearcr 
home. But such are the contradictions among the several writers on 
Japan upon the subject of the religion of the country that it is not 
easy to discover the truth; nor is this di much to be 
wondered at, for since the extirpation of Christianity from the Japanese 
islands there is probably no topic on which a Christian would find it more 
difficult to obtain from a Japanese any accurate information than on 
the subject of religion. There are, however, certain particulars in 
which all agree, and which are, doubtless, correct. Though the 
great majority of the Japanese are Buddhists, the original national 
religion, which hgs still many followers, is called Sin-Syn (from sin, the 

is, and syn, faith). Its worshippers are called Sintoos. Such, at 
feast, is the statement made by some writers; but Siebold says the 
proper Japanese name is Kami-no-mitsi, which means “the 
way of the Kami,” or gods. This the Chinese have translated 
into Shin-tao; and the Japanese have modified the, Chinese into 
Bintoo. It is said the only object of real and supreme worship 
among the Sintoos is the sun-goddess Ten-sio-dai-zin, who is deemed 
the patron divinity of Japan; but there are thousands of inferior 
deities, called Kami, of whom the greater number are canouised or 
dcified men. 
prayers are made to the sun-goddess, who is too great and holy to 
allow of an independent approach to her in prayer. The Mikados are 
supposed to be her lineal descendants, But, with all these divinities, 


the Sintoos are not idolators. They have no idols in their 
temples; there are images, indeed, of these Kami; but, 
as it is alleged, not for the purposes of worship. This state- 
ment, however, is very questionable. The only decorations 


of the old temples were a mirror, the emblem of purity of soul, and 
many strips of white paper, formed into what is called a gohei, also an 
emblem of purity. Siebold thinks the image of the Kami introduced 
into the temples is a foreign innovation, and never existed before the 
introduction of Buddhism. The numerous Kami he considers as 
analogous to the saints of the Romanist. Macfarlane looks on the 
Sintoo worship at this day as thoroughly permeated with Buddhism. 
Meylan would make the original religion of Japan a pure theism. It 
is not easy to say what it was or is. As to the Sintoo creed, its leading 
features, according to Siebold, are some vague notion of the immor-

The other sect, which comprises the great 
body of the Sintoos, is eclectic, and has introduced a great deal of 
Buddhism into the system. The Buddhism of Japan at this day 
has, probably, much of the old Sintoo mixed up with it; but there is 
reason to think that no creed in the kingdom has a very strong hold 
on the popular mind. Christianity, however, is viewed with suspicion 
by all, and at present is not, in any degree, tolerated. 

The leading features of Japanese Buddhism are the metemp- 
sychosis, whence arises the dogma that prohibits the taking 
of animal life; the worship of a countless host of idols; that 
the Grand Lama, or high-priest King, never dies; that their priests 
constitute a distinct order in the State, and that they are bound to 
celibacy. The chief commandments of Buddhism are five in number, 
and constitute a code, which is called the Gokai, or five laws. They 
are these :—Not to kill, not to steal, to live chastely, not to lie, and 


to abstain from strong drinks. The Sikai, or ten counsels, contain | 


the division and application of these laws to particular cases, 
Buddhism made its way into Japan by degrees, although the Govern- 
ment tolerated it from the beginning. Indeed, no feature is more 


striking among the institutions of the empire than its enlarged spirit |

or wicked language, by eating certain meats, and by coming in contact 
with blood or with a dead body. For all these there are the prescribed 
modes of purification. 

Sin-syn, or Sintooism, inculcates no particular faith, and can 
accommodate itself to any, whether true or false; in some of 
its features it borders closely on Pantheism. It is supposed, and 
we presume correctly, to be an importation from China, compounded 
of most of the moral precepts of Confucius and some high, mystic, 
Buddhist notions. 
There are five great points which characterise it ; they call them Dsin, 
Gi, Re, Tsi, Sin, Dsin teaches them to live virtuously ; Gi, to do right 
and act justly with everybody; Re, to be civil and polite; Tsi sets 
forth the rules for a good and prudent government ; and Sin treats of 
a free conscience and upright heart. Nearly all the early European 
writers say that by far the larger number of the learned men of Japan 
belong to this school, which is remarkable for its scorn of the Buddhist 
idolatry. When Christianity was driven from Japan the Sintooists 
were suspected of a tendency towards that faith, and thenceforth way 
Japanese was required to have in his house an idol of some kind, 
Meylan, the Dutch official at Dezima, speaks of a fourth religion, 
which coexisted with these three previous to the introduction of Chris- 
tianity. His story is that, about a.p, 50, a Brahminical sect was in- 
troduced into Japan which taught as doctrines the redemption of the 
world by the son of a virgin, who died to expiate human sin, thus 
ensuring to man a joyful resurrection. It also taught a trinity of 
immaterial persons, constituting one eternal, omnipotent God, the 
maker of all things, who was to be adored as the source of all good. 
Some have hence inferred (what certainly is not impossible) that 
Christianity may have thus early reached Japan through India; bat 
there is probably some mistake in this statement of the doctrines 
held. No writer but Meylan has mentioned the story; and both the 
Buddhist and Brahminical systems afford materials which an over- 
zealous and uninformed spirit of Christianity may easily convert into 
seemingly Christian doctrines. Thus the old Spanish ecclesiastics who 
first came to America were quite convinced that the gospel had been 
brought to that continent by St. Thomas long before their arrival.

NEW OFFICES OF THE METROPOLITAN 
WORKS.

into St. James’s Park stands the new building erected for the offices of 


| the Metropolitan Board of Works, The facade is imposiug in extent, 


and of good proportions. Designed in the Palladian style of archi- 
tecture, it shows considerable skill and careful study in its details; and 
although it cannot be said as a whole to possess claims to originality of 
design, and a somewhat bolder treatment would have given greater 
effect, we must be thankful that in so conspicuous a position we have 
got a public building as good as it is. . 

To suit the exigencies of the ground the two fronts exposed to view 
take the shape of a pair of compasses nearly opened to their full 
extent, forming almost a continuous fagade, At the point where the 
legs hinge (to carry out the simile) is placed the principal entrance, 
which, with the windows above, is treated with more ornamentation 
than the rest of the building. One front runs in a line with Carlton- 
terrace, the other with Spring-gardens passage, which will before long 
be transformed into a broad pathway separated from the new offices by 
handsome iron railings, Each front is about 80 feet in length, the 
intermediate part containing the entrance, about 20 feet. 

The principal doorway gives entrance to a good-sized hall, a door 
from which leads to a large oval staircase, right and left of which runs 
a corridor (preserved in all the floors), on each side of which are 
ranged the various offices and apartments — as the Metropolitan 
Improvement Office, architect’s office, engineers’ offices, accountants’ 
offices, rating clerk's office, clerk of the works’ office, record-keeper’s 
office, fireproof strong rooms, committee-rooms, &c. The height 
of the ground floor is 14 feet, and of the first floor 18 feet. There are 
lofty and well-lighted rooms on the basement. 

@ public entrance to the boardroom, which is on the first floor, 
at the western extremity of the block, is by a doorway at the north 
end of the Spring-gardens front, shown on the right of the Engraving. 
It is a fine room, 49 feet by 30 feet, and: 33 feet high. The upper 
portion, above the seats for the public, &c., is decorated with pilasters 


with panels between them, Over the entablature springs the cone of | 


the ceiling, pierced all round with wiadows. The ceiling is panelled 
with an elaborately-moulded oval centre, and an opening for ventila- 
tion, from which a sun-burner will be suspended. 

The building seems very conveniently planned, each department 
being kept to itself as much as possible; and the execution, in all 
particulars, has been most carefully carried ont, and is very creditable 
to the contractor, Mr. George Myers. The architect is Mr. Frederick 

who has seostved very worthy and painstaking assistance 
from his chief clerk and draughtsman, Mr. Britton. 





“MONUMENT TO THE LATE EARL OF ELLESMERE. 


| THE monument recently erected in Worsley Church, near Manchester, 


to the memory of the late Earl of Ellesmere, by the piety of his son 
and successor, the present Earl, is one of the most chaste and beautiful 
specimens of “in memoriam” sculpture which has been produced in 
modern time. The design of this monument is by Mr. G. G. tg bey 
the architect of the church, the carving being executed by Mr. Philip, 
of Vauxhall Bridge-road. The bcdy of the tomb is of Caen stone, 


! and is enriched with panels, foliated, and bordered and filled in 


with foliage, admirably executed. Each side of the tomb is 
divided into three compartments by means of columns, which are 
of Devonshire marble, the capitals being of Caen stone, In each of 
these compartments are the arms of the various illnstrious families 

in the present noble house of Egerton. The plinth of the 
tomb and the slab at the top are of Devonshire marble. Upon the 
latter rests a recumbent effigy of the late amiable and accomplished 
nobleman in statuary marble, the work of Mr. Matthew Noble, of Bruton- 
street. The noble Kar! is represented in the robes of the Garter, with his 
hands crossed upon his breast; the face wears a calm but solemn 
aspect, being more that of a sound, prolonged sleep than of death, 
so happily is all suggestion of pain, weakness, or infirmity avoided 
in it. The carving in every part is of the most delicate finish, the 
flesh surfaces being full of softness, and the drapery, which is broadly 


treated, sufficiently defined as to its rich texture,

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THE ANGLESEY COLUMN STATUE. 


In the early part of 1859 several friends and admirers of the iate 
Marquis of Anglesey expressed a strong opinion that there should be 
some permanent memorial of that distinguished nobleman, and, it 
having been suggested that crowning the column erected to him in 
1816 close to the Menai Bridge with a colossal statue would be a 
graceful tribute to his memory, a subscription list was opened, which 
was quickly filled, and Matthew Noble was intrusted with the exe- 
cution of the work. _ The statue, which is of bronze, 

in the full costume of the Hussar of the begining of 

the century, is not only a striking likeness, in face, 

figure, and mein, of the noble Marquis, but is like- 

wise, as a work of art, one of the happiest efforts 

of that eminent sculptor, It was most successfully 

cast by Messrs. Robinson and Cottam, 

The figure of the bronze statue having been 
decided upon, and the weight calculated to be about 
from two to three tons, it became necessary to con- 
sider how such a statue was to be placed on the 
column, which stands upon a precipitous rock, near 
to, and at an elevation of 250 feet above, the Menai 
Straits, the top of the column above the base being 
92 feet, and the height of the statue 12 feet. The 
total height, therefore, of the statue above the 
Straits is 354 feet. 

No sooner was the raising of the statue spoken 
of than several suggestions, models, plans, and 
specifications were submitted and carefully con- 
sidered; one of which was a very light and com- 
paratively inexpensive scaffolding designed by Mr. 
J. S. Haslam (since deceased), eldest son of Mr. 
Haslam, of Carreg Bran, Anglesea, This model 
having been approved of, steps were taken for its 
erection in September last. 

The scaffolding may be thus described :--Two 
lower masts, 65 feet each in length by 16 inches 
square, were set upright near the column on the north 
side, leaving ample room for the statue to pass be- 
tween them and the column while the operation of 
hoisting up was going on, The lower ends or heels 
of the masts were stepped into and well secured to a 
strong heelpiece 30 feet in length, and they were also 
supported perpendicularly with six diagonal shores or 
struts each 40 feet in fength. At the lower ends 
the masts were 5 feet apart on the heelpiece, and 
at the heads 14inmches. At 10 feet from their tops the 
lower masts were firmly secured together by “ cross- 
tress,” and at their tops by a cap leaving sufficient 
space to allow an intermediate or “topmast” to be 
run up between the two lower masts from below. 
The total height to be thus attained above the heel- 
piece on the ground was 113 feet. Both the lower 
masts and topmast were secured and kept perfectly 
steady by wire-rope stays, shrouds, and guys, 
fastened with lanyards received through eyebolts set 
in the rocks at the base of the column, At three 
feet from the head and 110 feet from the ground 
the topmast was fitted with a strong frame to sup- 
port the north ends of two traversing beams placed 
parallel to each other, and leaving sufficient space 
between for two double purchase-blocks attached to 
a carriage to traverse without friction, The other or 
south ends of the traversing beams were supported 
by an upright mast 28 feet in height, the foot of 
which was stepped into a piece of timber resting upon 
the solid part of the abacus of the column, The 
height of the framework on this mast was upon the 
same level as the masts which rested on the rocks 
below. ‘The space between the heads of the upright 
masts was 16 feet 8 inches. On the head framework 
of these masts the two traversing-beams rested, 
parallel to each other, and perfectly horizontal; and 
on these beams a carriage was fitted to run on cast- 
iron rollers from mast to mast, passing riglit over 
the centre of the pinnacle of the column from north 
to south. To the carriage were suspended with 
strong wrought-iron work two double purchase-blocks 
so fixed as to work freely with the carriage, both 
backwards and forwards, along the parallel tra- 
versing-beams. This carriage and beams were Cal- 
culated to carry a steady weight of ten tous, 

On the arrival of Admiral Lord Clarence Paget 
and Mr. Noble, the sculptor, on the ground, 
the two purchase-blocks were hooked on to the 
statue at the foot of the column, being reeved 
with two 3-inch Manilla falls, each upwards of 600 
feet in length, and the hauling parts were carried to 
two crab-winches fixed at the foot of the north 
masts. There was also a 6-inch hawser-tie of 
Manilla rope, to act as a “preventer” while the 
statue was going up—one end being made fast to 
the statue, and the other carried over a pulley 
attached to the traversing-carriage on the top beams, 
and also through a sheeve fixed between the ends of 
the beams overhanging the opposite or south side of 
the column, to which end another set of double 
purchase-blocks was attached, the hauling part of 
the falls being worked by a crab-winch at the south 
side of the column. This tackle acted while the 
hoisting was going on as a “ preventer” ; and when 
the statue was raised 106 feet off the ground the 
falls of the two purchase-blocks were “ racked” and 
a slight strain kept on the hawser, which had the 
effect of drawing the carriage and the ae 
statue directly over the bed prepared for the re- 
ception of the pedestal, upon which it was lowered, 
amidst the hearty cheering of a “ thousand rejoicing 
voices,” on the 24th of November, 1860. 

The whole of the arduous work of erecting the 
scaffolding and raising the statue was performed by 
Welsh carpenters and Anglesea sailors, the time 
occupied in hoisting, lowering, and fixing, being 
about an hour and twenty minutes,

The Newfoundlands were 
clever, but wanted size; in fact, we saw nothing 
there to the eye beyond twenty-six inehes; and in 
spite of their true St. John beauty we longed for one 
or two of that thirty-two inch stamp which Mr. 
Goater of Hammersmith was so proud of breeding. 
Teddy, from Rugby, was a clever little foxdog. The 
winning Italian greyhound seemed very nice, as far 
as we could see it, but, like the spotted dogs, it curled 
itself coyly round in its cage and refused to show 
itself to the public. It would be an immense advan- 
tage if toy dogs could be seen out of their cages ; but 
most probably their owners would never consent to 
such an exposure, and the owners of such valuable 
little sires may well be chary of having them stroked 
all day, or, perchance, transferred to a capacions 
inner pocket. Considering how well the Leicester- 
shire and Warwickshire sheepdogs muster at 
Sparkenhoe Club cach September, we did expect to 
see their class better filled; but England had only a 
moderate champion ; and a wiry-lmired Scotch lass, 
with a face intelligent enough to know a Southdown 
from a Leicester and all the cross-bred ewes and 
wethers into the bargain, walked off with the £2 to 
Hurley, Warwickshire. Neither the Cuban mastiff, 
nor the Maltese lion dog, nor the St, Bernard, was a 
very favourable type; and as for the poor white 
Esquimaux, it was by the merest chance we saw him 
at all in his window retreat, 

There is nothing like going to head-quarters ; and 
hence the editor of the /ield—in whose paper the 
idea of a dog show was originated by Mr. Brailsford 
three years ago—and who was the judge of “toys,” 
&c., on this occasion, shall tell of them in his own 
words :—“It is true that there were a few good 
specimens of toy dogs; and the prize black-and-tan 
terrier and her brother from Liverpool, as well as 
the Italian greyhounds from London, were extremely 
good of their kind, The toy spaniels were, how- 
ever, below mediocrity ; and the Scotch terriers were 
so inferior that no one could be selected as really 
an unimpeachable specimen of its kind, The dog 
which obtained the prize in this class was very beau- 
tiful, and showed all the characteristics of the Skye 
terrier except colour, which was a pure white; but 
its competitors were so deficient in shape, in car- 
riage of tai], in length of leg, and in texture of 
coat, that there could be no comparison between 
them. The bulldogs were equally defective—the 
white bitch which obtained the prize being, en the 
whole, the best, but still very inferior, in all points 
but tail, to one of her competitors, which was 
deficient in this respect, having a very screw tail, 
hardly two inches long.” 

The prizes altogether amounted to £240 (includiag 
the value of eight silver cups), and as a fourth of 
this was not awarded there is a good nest egg for 
next year, With such a strong council, and such 
efficient officers, the success of the experiment is 
assured. It has won a name already, and when it 
has flitted from the Repository, and taken up ita 
local habitation at Bingley Hall, in a more genial 
season of the year, it will be quite as much a Bir- 
mingham institution as the great Cattle and Poult:

imitate our own title of “English 
Minister,” but which sounded alto- 
gether strange on his lips. Here 
the Minister, bowing, advanced two 
more mats, and bowed a_ second 
time, and again to the sixth mat 
from the entrance—the third from 
the entrance to the inner chamber, 
where the Tycoon was seated in 
state, on a kind of square pedestal 
or throne of the simplest appearance, 
but raised many feet from the ground, 
and only a few paces from the spot 
where the Minister made his third 
reverence, and addressed his Majesty, 
The Tycoon replied in a few phrases, 
also of congratulation; and, Mr, 
Ensden advancing with the Queen’s 
letter, the British Minister delivered it 
to the Ministerof Foreign Affairs, who 
rose to receive it. 

The Tycoon then bowed, as the 
signal that the andience was over, and 
the Minister retired, bowing as when 
he entered.

class 2 Mr, Heath oe wore the premier honours, and with the only | 
Devon that he ever . Great hits are generally made by accident, | 
and here there was no exception to the rule, as the dam was bought in | 
calf among a grazing lot of twenty, and this future winner ran by her | 
side in snow and sunshine, and got his own living as hecould. He was 
rare behind the shoulders, but plainer about the ramp, and there were 
certain crest indications which made us fancy that his oxhood was of 
rather recent date. Mr. Farquharson’s Birmingham winner, whose 
pretty horn twist found no “marrow” in the whole of the line, 
was rather patchy, or, as some cockneys term it, “volcanic,” | 
but with a beautiful coat; and Mr. Brake’s, which came 
next, did credit by his remarkable growth to the Hampshire | 
air. Mr. Mogridge’s heifer, whose metropolitan advent we have 
twice fondly heralded to our readers during the last three 
weeks, did nearly all we expected of her, by being made the reserve gold 
medallist in the cow and heifer classes. A trifle more size might have 
just turned the scale, as on the score of symmetry we did not hear a | 
cavil. 

Mr. Walter Farthing won the Devon cow class as at Birmingham, | 
but with one of Mr, Hole’s breeding just half her age, and all to pieces 
behind; and the only Hereford steer prizeman was bred by Mr. | 
‘Tudge, and showed his proportions all the better from his proximity 
toamammoth, The Hereford oxen made up for the shortcomings 
of their juniors. The winner was level and lengthy, but his remark- 
ably fine loin was rather trying to his forehand, Messrs. James's 
heifer, of Birmingham renown, had a walk over ; but a week's handling 
and travel in her rather unprepared state had told its tale upon her, 
and it was quite a work of supererogation on the herdsman’s part to tell 
us how she had refused her food. The Hereford cow decision was a 
“correction” of the Birmingham one. The Midland order of merit 
was Pitt, Hill, Tadge ; whereas, in Baker-street, it was Hill, Tudge, 
and Pitt. t is, therefore, the bounden duty of Messrs. Tadge 
and Pitt to bury this perplexing difference in the slaughter- 
house, as their heroines have now beaten each other three times 
and their tripod of fame is complete. Mr. Hill's cow was the gold 
medallist of her year, and, although she had not the size of Lady 
Emily Foley's (1859) cow, she had great truth of form and fine 
quality. Perhaps her neck vein might have been neater and better 
filled up, but we were assured that the looked better when she was 
out, and that the decision had been unanimous. 

It is many years since we have looked down the shorthorn line and 
seen 80 many good oxen and steers together. Last year it was 
“Ichabod” with them, and feeders seemed to have been so scared by

THE BIRMINGHAM CATTLE AND POULTRY SHOW. 


THE gold medallists in the cattle classes at Bingley Hall have been so 
fully dwelt on both this week and last that we need devote no more 
space to their demerits and virtues. In the higher test of Baker-street 
they have been tried, and, in a measure, found wanting ; but London 
has, as yet, no great court of appeal against the fowl and pigeon 
decisions of the Midlands, In fact, this part of the Birmingham Show 
is, after all, the real kernel of its success. “Onwards” has been the 
motto of the poultry fanciers, and they have fully acted up to it this 
~ The game classes showed a marked improvement, and the 

rkings were never in greater glory, with the exception of the silver 
greys, which are to have no white feathers under their tails, and no 
brown feathers in their wings next year. This lack of orthodoxy in 
plumage was especially observable in the silver-grey cocks. Spanish 
fowls were under the line both in point of feather and condifion ; but 
Cochin Chinas, Bramah Pootras, Polish (which have been, like their 
countrymen, in adversity so long), and Hamburgs were all well re- 
presented. A pen of two Dorking hens, which got a second prize, only 
weighed 19 lb., and a cock and two hen turkeys reached 61 lb., while 
the first class pen of the grey and mottled geese exceeded 71lb. The 
first prize pen of ducks scaled 311b., and the duck novelties were a 
pair of white-eyed Bahamas, belonging to Lady Lilian Paulet, which 
won a first prize. Strong exception was taken to the ruling of the 
judges as regards the lacing of the wings of the golden-spangled 
Hamburgs above a year old, and hence our Artist has selected the 
chickens in that class for his Illustration. 

In the pigeon department the trumpeters could well speak for 
themselves, and the pouters were said to exceed their usual length by 
an inch, Sixteen regular varieties were exhibited, and we hear that 
one of them was believed to have undergone the process of dying, and 
was promptly rejected by the judges in consequences, 








OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS, * 


SIR HENRY MARSH, BART., M.D. 

Sir Henry Marsh, Bart., of the city of Dublin, M.D., Physician-in-Ordinary 
to the Queen in Ireland, and one of the most 
. eminent of the practitioners in medicine there, 
was the only surviving son of the Rey. Robert 
Marsh, Rector of Killynan, in the county of 
Galway, by his wife, Sophia, daughter of the Rev. 
William Woleseley, and granddaughter of Sir 
Richard Woleseley, Bart. He was born at 
Loughrea, in the county of Galway, and was 
educated at Trinity College, Dublin, where he 
successively graduated in arts and in medicine, 
taking the degrees of A.B., M.B., and M.D. He 
also took the degrees of Licentiate and Doctor 
of Medicine in the King and Queen’s College 
of Physicians; was elected a Fellow of that 
learned body, and was several times chosen to 
be its president, in which office he was succeeded 
by the present very eminent Dr. D. I. Corrigan. 
Dr. Marsh soon took a lead in bis profession. 
He also contributed several papers of great value 
to the Dublin Hospital Reports; was for many 
aw years a lecturer on the practice of medicine 
at the Royal College of Surgeons, Dublin; was physician to Doctor 
Steevens’s Hospital, and consultant to many other public institutions. In 
1839 he was created a Baronet. Sir Henry, besides being Physician to the 
Queen in Ireland, was a member of the Royal Irish Academy, and of several 
other learned societies, and deservedly ranked in public estimation among the 
very highest authorities in the medical profession. His researches into the 
pathology and treatment of many obscure and obstinate forms of fever and 
other diseases have conferred a permanent benefit on medical knowledge, and 
have contributed in no small degree to raise the character of the medical 
schools of Ireland, and will cause Sir Henry Marsh’s name to be remembered, 
not merely as a successful practitioner, but as an improver of therapeutic 
science. Sir Henry’s death, which was awfully sudden, was caused by an 
apoplectic stroke, and occurred on the ist inst., at his town house, 9, Merrion- 
square North, Dublin. He lived but two hours after the attack, pending the 
duration of which he was assiduously attended by Surgeons Cusack and 
Hamilton, who, with Dr. Hill and Sir Henry's particular friend and frequent 
able coadjutor Dr. William Burke, were almcst immediately in waiting, and 
used all the remedies that science and skill suggested, butin vain. Sir Henry 
Marsh married twice—first, Anne, daughter of Thomas Crowe, Esq., of Ennis, 
in the county of Clare, and widow of William Arthur, Esq., by whom (who 
died on the 2nd of November, 1846) he had anonly child, Henry. He married, 
secondly on the 28th of August, 1856, Mary, widow of the late Thomas 
Kemmis, Esq., of Shaen House, in the Queen's County, and daughter of the 
late Rev. Robert Jelly, of Portarlington, by whom (who survives him) he has 
had no issue. Sir Henry is succeeded by his son, now Sir Henry Marsh, the 

second Raronct, a Major in the 3rd Dragoon Guards. 


SIR HENRY DAVISON. 

Sir Henry Davison, Chief Justice of Madras, who died at Ootacamund, of 
dropsy, on the 4th ult., was one of the sons of Mr. Davison, who was for- 
merly connected with printing and the press, and who was, we believe, a pro- 
prietor of the John Bull newspaper. One of Sir Henry’s brothers has obtained 
a great reputation as an organ-builder. Sir Henry was born in 1810, and was 
a scholar of Trinity College, Oxford, where he graduated B,A. in 1829, and 
M.A. in 1834, He wascalled to the Bar by the Hon. Society of the Inner 
Temple in Easter Term, 1834, and went first the Oxford, and afterwards the 
South Welsh and Chester Circuit, and the Knutsford Sessions; and there 
obtained considerable practice and a prominent position. He was also the 
co-editor of a series of Law Reports, known ‘as “ Perry and Davison’s and 
Davison and Gale’s.” He was appointed Puisne Judge of the Supreme Court 
of Madras, im Nov. 1856, and was then knighted. He was promoted to be 
Chief Justice of Bombay in 1858, and of Madras in 1859. Sir Henry Davison 
was a learned and efficient lawyer and Judge, and was a highly honourable 
and a very amiable man. He is much and deservedly lamented. 


COLONEL KEMEYS-TYNTE. 

Colonel Charles Kemeys Kemeys-Tynte, of Halsewell House, in the county of 
Somerset, andof Kevanmably, in the county of Glamorgan, one of the leading 
landed proprietors of those two counties, represented the very ancient families 
of Tynfe and Kemeys, both of which were distinguished for their loyalty in 
the Civil War, and obtained baronetcies in consequence. Through the marriage 

Sir Charles Kemeys, Bart., of Kevanmably, with Mary, daughter of Philip, 
Lord Wharton, the late Colonel Kemeys-Tynte was declared by the House of 
Lords to be senior coheir of the Barony of Wharton.

The last of the Tynte Baronets was Sir Charles Kemeys Tynte, of Halsewell, 
M.P .for Somersetshire, who inherited the large estates of his uncle, Sir Charles 
Kemeys, Bart., in the counties of Glamorgan, Brecon, and Monmouth, and 
who died withont issue in 1785, when he was succeeded by his niece, the 
daughter of his sister Jane, the wife of Major Hassell, of the Royal Horse 
Guards Blue—viz., Jane Hassell, who married Colonel Johnstone, of the Ist 
Regiment of Foot Guards, Groom of the Bedchamber and Comptroller of the 
Household to George Prince of Wales.

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COFFERS OF THE ANCIENT ROYAL TREASURY. | 

WE lately referred to some recent discoveries in connection with the | 
Royal Treasury at Westminster, and are now enabled to lay before 
our readers representations of the larger and very scarce “ cists” and 
“ coffers,” in which plate, relics, or documents of importance were stowed 
away preparatory to their deposition there. These are drawn from actual 
examples now remaining in what is called the “ Pyx Chamber,” in the

cloisters of Westminster Abbey. This chamber was of old the store- 
house of the Royal Treasury, and had been so from the period when 
the reigning Sovereign occupied the Palace close at hand, As such it 
remained till the beautiful Chapter House of the Monastery had been 
seized upon at the gencral crash of ecclesiastical establishments in the 
sixteenth century ; after which the contents of all the Treasuries—there 
were three in the neighbourhood of the Palace, for its own use and that 
of its courts—were transferred to that edifice. 

Ata gathering of the London and Middlesex Archceological Society, 
not long since, Mr. Burtt read an interesting paper upon the discoveries 
just mentioned, from which it appears that he had been “ called in” 
by the eminent architect, Mr. Scott, to examine a heap of rubbish 
lying in the cloisters of the Abbey, under which were buried several 
original documents, many of the ancient “skippets,’ and other 
remnants of a “ deposit ” belonging evidently to the ancient treasury of 
the Exchequer. The question was how came they in the place wherein 
they were found? The answer iscurious, Mr.Scott he been indefatigably 
engaged in the examination of every portion of the ancient fabric of 
the Abbey, and in making each stone reveal its story. The largest and 
most continuous portion of the early building consists of a series of 
vaulted chambers, forming the substructure of the dormitory when 
the Abbey was rebuilt by Edward the Confessor. The fine old library 
of the present establishment occupies a great part of this very dormitory, 
the remainder being the famous “Old Westminster” schoolroom, 
One of these subterranean chambers, it turns out, had in some way 
been tampered with, as it was divided into two very unequal parts by 
a wall of apparently medieval construction, and the secret of the 
concealed documents, &c., is at length disclosed, Although long the

After this dark page in the annals of the Trea- 
sury there is a blank in its history for some time. | 
It was soon, however, oceupied as before, though, | 
doubtless, strengthened, and its extent reduced by | 
the intersection of a wall which shut out several dan- | 
gerous approaches, The small portion of the apart- | 
ment cut off by this wall was the chamber of mys- 
tery, in which the “deposit” referred to was dis- 
covered, 

In our previous observations on the ancient 
“skippets” and “hanapers” we drew attention to 
entries in the Calendar, made in the year 1323, re- 
lating to those of larger dimensions, in which the 
smaller were often enclosed. The larger of the 
accompanying Engravings exhibits a “cist,” as it | 
was called, about four feet long and eighteen inches square. This is 
not distinguished by any of the curious and characteristic “signs” or 
figures designating its contents, but was probably one of those described 
in the Bishep of Exeter's quaint Calendar, as Unus planus cistus, ferro 
ligatus, cum quatuor serruris (a plain cist, bound with iron, with 
four locks). It is divided into four compartments, to each of 
which is a seperate lid. Many portions of the ironwork — the 
hinges and flaps of the locks especially—are delicately tooled 
with a flowing pattern. The subject of the other Engraving is 
a very singular one. It was called a “ forcer,” is nearly round, and 
about two feet in diameter and one foot in depth. It is made of 
stout leather, bound with small bars of iron, disposed to give it the 
greatest strength, and is an example—of which there are so many | 
notices in the old Calendar—of the “ /orcerium correum, ferro ligatum” 
(“a leathern forcer, bound with iron”), As in the case of the “ cists,” 
these “ forcers” were usually distinguished by a sign; but the specimen 
before us is merely covered with small devices of the fleur-de-lys 
impressed upon the leather, and is therefore only to be identified by 
the references in the general descriptions of such places of deposit. 
In both “ cists ” and “ forcers” plate or documents were placed without 
any particular distinction. It is certain, however, that the Roys 
plate was usually deposited in the leathern cases; and in the accounts 
of the great robbery it is stated that some of the boaimen of the 
abbey ferried over certain of the monks who had with them just such 
a “forcer,” in which “there was a great weight, but they knew not 
what.” 

Fragments of ironwork--exactly such ironwork as would have bound 
one of these forcers—were found amongst the heap just turned up in 
the portion of the Treasury that was cut off after the robbery ; and 
the most likely solution of the “find” is that, the contents of this 
apparently discarded portion were at a later period quite lost sight of 
or recklessly neglected. Possibly, the remains of human skin that 
have been detected under the crossbars of the doors belonging to this 
division of the Treasury, indicate the fate of one or more of the 
criminals concerned in this gigantic theft. 

As to the “cists” and “forcers,” those curious and almost 
relics of the olden time, let us hope that all which the 
Chamber” still contains will be most carefully preserved.

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Mr. COBDEN ON THE FRENCH TREATY.—At the monthly 
meeting of the council of the Huddersfield Chamber of Commerce, held on 
Monday afternoon, two letters were read; one being a communication from 
the president, conveying to Mr. Cobden the thanks of the chamber for his 
services in connection with the French Treaty, and the other being Mr. Cobden’s 
reply. The following is Mr. Cobden’s letter :—‘* Paris, Dec. 4, 1860.—My dear 
Sir,—Pray offer my warmest acknowledgments to the Chamber of Commerce 
over which you preside for their kind approval of my services in connection 
with the French Commercial Treaty. There could really never have been any 
difference of opinion respecting the treaty among those who desire the exten- 
sion of free trade principles, if the very name of treaty had not furnished a 
ready means of misrepresentation. Taken with the traditional meaning, a 
treaty of commerce implies exclusive dealing and bargaining between 
the two countries; but I need hardly assure you, with whom I 
struggled for seven years for the principles of unconditional freedom 
of commerce, that I should be the last man to identify myself with so retro- 
grade a policy. All that England has done in this case has been to carry out 
in practice, towards all the world, in respect of some remaining items of our 
tariff, that principle of free trade which we have so loudly professed, and which 
we had previously applied to our important articles of production. If wehave 
done this in the form of a treaty, it was solely to enable the Emperor of the 
French, by a diplomatic act, and in accordance with the powers vested in him 
by the constitution, to make some simultaneous reduction in the tariff of this 
country ; and to have ol)jected to this proceeding on the ground of form must 
have been mere pedantry, and not principle. But, viewed on its own merits, 
and apart altogether from the treaty with France, Mr. Gladstone’s last reform 
of our tariff, by which the whole of the remaining duties on manufactures 
have been swept away, is, in a mercantile point of view, one of the 
mot important in our commercial annals. It has made England a free 
port for manufactures, just as- she was previously the port for wool, 
indigo, and other raw materials, and it will be followed by similar results. I 
have already heard of Canadian buyers who were accustomed to pay annual 
visits to the Continent {of Europe having intimated their intention of making 
all their future purchases in England, being convinced that, under the present 
free régime, every article of Continental manufacture which can be produced 
cheaper and better than in England will be found in the warehouses of 





London and Manchester. Yet, strange to add, there are still people to be 
found who, believing that foreigners, and not Englishmen, pay our customs 
duties, blame the Chancellor of the Exchequer for having made the great 
reform in the interest of France. It were useless any longer to argue this 
question. Time will, in this as in other matters, demonstrate the advantages 
of freedom. Let me assure you how highly I appreciate all the friendly ex- 
pressions contained in your letter, which enclosed a copy of the resolution of 
your chamber.—I am, my dear Sir, yours truly, “ RICHARD COBDEN.”
